was possible, since he beaded over 
the regular Jvorth Atlantic ship- 
ping route. 


Mollison carried 165 gallons of 


gasoline, which he calculated to be 
enough for about 33 hours flying. 
He expected to complete the 1.900 
miles to Harbor Grace in 24 hours 
or a little more. His plane had a 
cruising speed of 110 miles an 
hour and a maximum of about 
130.

Regarded as the brains of the Administration's campaign against the 
economic depression, Eugene Myer, head of the Federal Reserve System, 
is one of the big guns in the new offensive planned by President Hoover 
to restore prosperity. The drive will begin with the opening of the 
national conference, called by the President and scheduled to start on 
August 26 in Washington, which will be attended by the country t tore- 
most business and industrial leaders. 
Meyer is a veteran depression 


fighter, having had plenty experience during the slump of 1921. Calvin 
Coolidge later said that Meyer's work during that trying period laid the 
foundation of the prosperity that followed. Meyer, who served the gov- 
ernment in an advisory capacity during the World War and was Farm 
Loan Commissioner under President Coolidge, retired to private life in 
1928, disappointed in his expectation of receiving the Secretary, of tho 
Treasury portfolio from his fellow Californian—President Hoover. But 
when called out of retirement in 1930 to head the Federal Reserve Board, 
he sunk his ambition aad ha* ceaselessly fought for the return of-pros- 
perity. Lately Meyer's depression fighting has been helped along by .his 
old friend of WalJ Street days, Bernard M. Barnch, who is credited with

The very word sug- 
gests cool freshness, and the salad 
itself makes good the promise, 
with a stimulating tang and a 
crisp store of nutrients besides, 


The word salad comes, the dic- 


tionary says, from the Latm word 
meaning salted, and it has been ap- 
plied since early history to green 
vegetable foods with 
salt-sour 


seasoning. 
We use more veget- 


ables and fruits in salads nowdays 
than our grandmothers did, how- 
ever, and we broaden the term to 
cover almost any cold mixture of 
foods, with an acid, or an acid and 
oil dressing. To the modern house- 


ife, moreover, as to the food sci- 


gfentist, 
the salad is a convenient 


means of balancing a meal other- 
wise too heavy with fat or protein 
or starch. 


Consider the salad, suggests the 


Bureau of Home Economics of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
for its vitamins and minerals. Al- 
most every salad includes 
green 


leaves, usually 
lettuce,

foods are rich in excellent protein 
cheese is especially valuable as 
source of calcium and phosphorus 
Eggs are also rich in calcium and 
phosphorus and in addition supplj 
vitamins A, B, and D; meat and 
eggs are rich in iron and vitamin 
G; tuna fish, salmon, and sardin 
es are rich in vitamin D. 


In other words, the salad, espe 


cially the vegetable salad or th 
salad made of citrus fruits, besides 
being a cool and appetizing disl 
for summertime, is probably the 
most attractive, convenient, effec 
tive, and the cheapest way to pro 
vide the family with most of the 
"protective foods' 'otner than milk 
and butter. The vitamins 
and 


mineral salts, which are abundan 
in green vegetables, in carrots and 
in tomatoes, in grapefruit and or 
anges, are served with least los. 
in these foods eaten raw.

SL’MMEK DAYS 
Midsummer days call for salads. 
A salad can be made without cook­ 
ing, it can be made of almost any 
kind of food. 
Therefore it can Ik* 
very cheap, and of many different 
combinations. The very word sug­ 
gests cool freshness, ami the .salad 
itself makes 
gootl 
tiie promise, 
with 
a stimulating 
tang and a 
crl.sp store of nutrients btisides. 
The word salad comes, the dic­ 
tionary say.s, from the Latin word 
meaning salted, and it has been ap­ 
plied since early history to green 
vegetable foods 
with 
salt-sour 
seasoning. 
We use more veget­ 
ables and fruits in salad.s nowdays 
than our grandmothers did, how­ 
ever, and we broaden the term to 
cover almost any cold mixture of 
foods, with an acid, or an acid and 
oil dressing. To the modern house- 
^ j^ ife , moreover, as to the food sci- 
^ 'rn tist, 
the salad is a convenient 
means of balancing a meal other­ 
wise too heavy with fat or protein 
or starch. 
Consider the salad, suggests the 
Bureau of Home Economics of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
for Its vitamins and minerals. Al­ 
most every salad includes 
green 
leaves, usually 
lettuce, 
cabbage, 
watercress, romaine, or endive, ac­ 
cording to the local market and 
the price. Even if it has no other 
ingredient, a .salad provides in any 
one, or any combination, of these 
leaves a rich store of vitamin A. 
vitamin B. vitamin E, and vitamin 
G, some iron, some calcium and 
other mineral .salts. Vitamin A is 
the member of the vitamin family 
that helps to protect the human 
body against a number of trouble­ 
some infections, e.specially in the 
eyes, ears, 
sinuses, 
mouth, 
and 
throat. 
Vitamin 
B. promotes 
appetite 
and good digestion, and as this 
vitamin is easily 
destroyed 
by 
heat, green salad.s are a valuable 
source because they are not cook­ 
ed. 
Vitamin E is essential to the 
reproductive functions of the body. 
Thus 
the simplest 
green-leaf 
salad supplies fQUr vitamins and 
several minerals. Add raw toma- 
0jjto ea to green leaves and you have 
^Snriched the salad in vitamins A 
and B, and added one of the richest 
of all .sources of vitamin C. Vitamin 
C is that highly essential vitamin 
which prevents 
sore gums, sore 
joints and other conditions which 
in the acute stage are the disease 
called .scurvy, hence vitamin C is 
known as the anti-scorbutic vita­ 
min. 
Cabbage salad, made of shredded 
cabbage on a cabbage or lettuce 
leaf, or in the form of cole slaw, 
is rich in vitamins A and B, and 
particularly vitiamin 
cabbage 
being one of the best sources of 
this vitamin. 
Shredded 
cabbage 
with chopped or grated or .sliced 
carrots makes a salad which gives 
double value, for carrots are nut­ 
ritious too. Green pepper, chopped 
or cut in rings, onions chopped or 
sliced, add their bit of food value, 
/with their distinctive flavor and 
crispne.ss. 
Because .some vitamins 


are destroyed by heat, raw salads 
are richest in vitamins. 
The salad of cooked vegetables 
is of course a 
most convenient 
methd of using 
up 
left-overs. 
Beans, beets, peas, carrots cauli­ 
flower and 
potato alone or in 
combination, with something 
raw 
for crispness, and lettuce or cress 
or celery leaves for greens, make 
an easy substitute for hot vege­ 
tables on hot days, and with no 
loss to the meal in food value. 
Cottage cheese, or eggs, or meat, 
or fish in salad increases the nut­ 
ritive value greatly. 
All 
these 
foods are rich in excellent protein; 
cheese is especially valuable as a 
source of calcium and phosphorus. 
Eggs are also rich in calcium and 
phosphorus and in addition supply 
vitamins A, B, and D; m eat and 
eggs are rich in iron and vitamin 
G; tuna fish, salmon, and sardin­ 
es are rich in vitamin D. 
In other words, the salad, espe­ 
cially the vegetable salad or the 
.salad made of citrus fruits, besides 
being a cool and appetizing dish 
for sun» mertime, is probably the 
most attractive, convenient, effec­ 
tive, and the cheapest way to pro­ 
vide the family with most of the 
‘•protective foods’ 'otner than milk 
and butter. 
The 
vitamins 
and 
mineral salts, which are abundant 
in green vegetables, in carrots and 
in tomatoes, in grapefruit and or­ 
anges, are served with least loss 
in these foods eaten raw.

She wore a white lace gown 
with lacquer red slippers, and the 
ermine wrap lined with lacquer red 
chiffon that Madame Nahlman had 
given her three years ago. 
After the first number she threw 
aside the wrap, and the grand opera 
manner, put the paste and ruby 
tiara, another relic of Nahlman’s 
generosity, on the piano, slipped 
off her bracelets which she wore, 
again after the style of Nahlman, 
banked nearly to her elbows, and 
motioning the pia nist awray, sat 
down and played her own accom­ 
paniment to one of the ballads she 
had sung at the moving picture 
theater.

Health Service announces the 
discovery of a new vaccine to 
combat typhus fever. This vaccine 
has been successfully used on ex­ 
perimental ani­ 
mals, and it is 
believed 
t h a t 
the effect will he 
equally benefici­ 
al when given to 
human beings. 
Typhus fever 
has been known 
to mankind for 
many centuries. 
Within the last 
few centuries it 
has been respon­ 
sible for many 
of the so-called 
Tx 
, , 
“ plagues” 
that 
Dr. C opla nd 
h£ veK swept the 
globe periodically destroying thou­ 
sands of persons. It was prevalent 
during and shortly a fter the World 
War, and is more common in Eur­ 
ope than in this country. The Amer­ 
ican form is not nearly so severe 
as the European typhus fever. 


Ea s il y T r a n s m i t t e d 


Typhus must not be confused 
with typhoid fever, for the diseases 
are different. 
Typhus fever is an 
infection caused by a germ carried 
by lice, and usually occurs where 
large numbers of persons are g a th­ 
ered together under unsanitary con­ 
ditions. The disease is easily trans­ 
mitted from one individual to an­ 
other. In typhus cases there is high 
fever, but the disease differs from 
typhoid fever in tha t certain serious 
complications of typhoid rarely oc­ 
cur in typhus. 
Headache, 
prostration, 
sudden 
chill, fever and a skin rash are some 
)t the symptoms of typhus. 
The 
fever on the second day may reach 
105 degrees. 
A reddish rash ap­ 
pears, usually, between the third 
and fifth days. The typhus rash, at 
first quite red, turns to a purplish 
brown and spreads all over the body 
except the face. 
In typhoid fever 
the rash consists of many small red­ 
dened spots distributed over the ab­ 
domen and chest. 


C l e a n l in e s s I m p o r t a n t 


Though the form of typhus fever 
found in this country is not serious, 
it requires painstaking care and a t­ 
tention, for when neglected there is 
always danger of complication in 
the form of broncho pneumonia. 
Only easily digested food should be 
given, and the drinking oi water 
should be encouraged. 
The body should be kept clean by 
daily baths. Fresh clothing and bed 
iinen are essential. Contaminated 
linens should be ca refully handled 
and boiled before using again. Per­ 
sonal cleanliness is necessary for 
the cure as well as the prevention 
of this disease. 
Typhoid fever, 
also associated 
with lilih and unhygienic conditions, 
is caused by the typhoid germ, which 
may reach the body through con­ 
taminated water, milk or food. For­ 
tunately, modern medical science 
has perfected a vaccine which pre­ 
vents the occurrence of this disease. 
At one time typhoid fever was 
prevalent throughout the world, but 
due to improvements in sanitation 
and universal use of the typhoid 
vaccine, the disease is now rarely 
encountered. It is hoped that the 
vaccine discovered for the preven­ 
tion of typhus fever will he equally 
successful 
in 
eliminating 
that 
disease.

Health Service announces the 
discoveiy of a new vaccine to 


combat typhus fever. This vaccine 
has been successfully used on ex- 


perimental ani- 
mals, and it is 
believed t h a t 
the effect will be 
equally benefici- 
al when given to 
human beings. 


Typhus fevei 


has been known 
to mankind foi 
many centuries. 
Within the last 
few centuries it 
has been respon- 
sible for many 
of the so-called 


Dr. Copeland 
h^swept^hS 


globe periodically destroying thou- 
sands of persons. It was prevalent 
during and shortly after the World 
War, and is more common in Eur- 
ope than in this country. The Amer- 
ican form is not nearly so severe 
as the European typhus fever. 


Easily Transmitted

Typhus must not be confused 


with typhoid fever, for the diseases 
are different. Typhus fever is an 
infection caused by a germ carried 
by lice, and usually occurs where 
large numbers of persons are gath- 
ered together under unsanitary con- 
ditions. The disease is easily trans- 
mitted from one individual to an- 
other. In typhus cases there is high 
fever, but the disease differs from 
typhoid fever in that certain serious 
complications of typhoid rarely oc- 
cur in typhus. 


Headache, prostration, sudden 


:hill, fever and a skin rash are some 
oi the symptoms of typhus. 
The 


fever on the second day may reach 
105 degiees. 
A reddish rash ap- 


pears, usually, between the third 
ard fifth days. The typhus rash, at 
list quite red, turns to a purplish 
blown and spreads all over the body 
except the face. 
In typhoid fever 


the rash consists of many small red- 
dened spots distributed over the ab- 
domen and chest.

Though the form of typhus fever 


found in this country is not serious, 
it requires painstaking care and at- 
tention, for when neglected there is 
always danger of complication in 
the form of broncho pneumonia. 
Only easily digested food should be 
given, and the drinking of water 
should be encouraged. 


The body should be kept clean by 


daily baths. Fresh clothing and bed 
linen are essential. Contaminated 
linens should be carefully handled 
arid borled before using again. Per- 
sonal cleanliness is necessary for 
the cure as well as the prevention 
bf this disease. 
' Tvphoid fever, also associated 
with filth and unhygienic conditions, 
is caused by the typhoid germ, which 
•may reach the body through con- 
-ianimated -water, milk or food For- 
tunately, modern medical science 
-has peifected a vaccine which pre- 


vents the occurrence of this disease. 
J- At -fine time typhoid fever was 
^prevalent throughout the world, but 
C3tie"t<r<improvements in sanitation 
and universal use of the typhoid 
vaccine, the disease is now rarely 
encountered. It is hoped that the 
vaccine discovered for the preven- 
tion of typhus fever will be equally
